New York, May 19.—Gen. Grant did not suf- 
fer much pain last evening nor through the 
night, and after the usual number of hours 
sleep be awoke this morning with little or no 
pain. Dr. Douglas remained during the night, 
and when be left this morning he said he 
thought the General, in common with so many 
others lately, had contracted some cold. This 
did not add any other difficulty than boarse- 
ness, however, which was not distressing, 
though noticeable. 

At 1:15 o’clock today Gen. Grant went out 
for a drive.

of toduy’s work is only fully appreciated when 


the events of the last four months come under 
review. That the Republicans should have 
been very nervous this morning despite the 
fact that they bad a legitimately elected ma- 
jority of two in the joint convention is not 
surprising when the nature of the fight 
Gen. Logan has deen waging is 
understood. That Sittig once more put bim- 
selfin fellowship witb bis party, and that Ruger 
set at rest all the stories concerning his inten- 
tions, carry with them the announcement that 
Gen. Logan received 108 votes in the joint con- 
vention and was elected Senator to succeed 
himself. That the victory is National in its 
importance is evidenced by the hundreds of 
telegrams that have poured in from all parts 
of the Union. The resuit of today’s work is 
emphatically’ a black eye to the Demo- 
cratic National Administration, which bas taken 
the most intense interest in the election of 
a Democratic Senator. This is the view taken 
by the Democrats here. That Gen. Logan 
would be elected despite the iavish promise of 
Federal patronage and the un‘disguised use of 
money as a means of bribery was hardly antic- 
ipated four months ago, when the Legislature 
met. Though it was then a tie, the Democrats 
were boastful of the influence of an incoming 
Democratic Admunistration, and affected to 
sneer at the idea that Gen. could hold 
h.s strength together for a nth. It is 
no credit to the Democrats say that no 
one was bribed either by Federal patronage or 
by money to desert the party, for there were 
offers enough made, and more than one Re- 
publican member can tell an interesting story 
of the temptations to which he was subjected. 
The outcome of today’s bal.ot is in the direct 
line of the suggestions made by Gen. Logan 
when the Republican caucus put him in 
nomination. Commenting on the tact that the 
Legisiatire was a tie, he counseled patient 
waiting and watching, confident that in good 
time the way would be opened for an election. 
Death twice broke the tie, but in a way 
that -did not change the situation. and, 
as ballot after ballot was announced without 
resuit, many members grew weary and were 
inclined to consider thé fight hopeless. Still 
Gen. Logan counseled patience and continued 
bis campaign. 

How weary the struggle became, and how 
great the discouragements were, only those 
knew who were on the field watching develop- 
ments from day today. Many ot the members 
could see no rift in the cloud that bung over 
the Legislature, and were simply kept in line 
by their confidence in Gen. Logan's 


leadership. Finally the enemy was found. 
ty, and before they. knew.

The tie was 
broken and the Republicans had a majority in 
the Legisiature. This roused the Democrats to 
fury, and they made aterrific attempt to re- 
gain their lost ground. The methods they em- 
ployed, and how near they came to success, 
are still fresh in the public mind. It was the 
remembrance of this that made today’s devel- 
opments so uncertain. Even here the Demo- 
crats showed how desirable it was- to them as 
a party to prevent Logan’s reélection. Aban- 
doning every pretense of principle, 
they sought to break the Repub- 
lican ranks by themselves voting ior 
a Republican, but the discipline of the Repub- 
lican. forces was too good, and the Democrats 
only covered themseives with ridicule. This is 
one ot the bitterest thoughts in connection 
with their defeat, but they cannot escape it. 
Gen. Logan bas not only achieved a signal suc- 
cess, but has put the victorious National party 
in a most ridiculous light. At least this is the 
verdict on today's proceedings. The Demo- 
cratic Administration will not now figure on 
{ilinois as a possible Democratic State in 1888. 
EARLY SCENES.

his eyes on bim during the delivery of the 
speech, apparently nor certain what the con- 
clusion would be, but Sittig’s Chicago friends 
deciared he would keep bis promise, and they 
were the least uneasy persons on the Repub- 
lican side. One or two references in the speech. 
to incideats which were condemned by most 
of the Republicans at the time of their occur- 
rence drew out slight applause, but for the 
most part the quiet was unbroken while Sittig 
spoke as follows: 

Mr. SPEAKER: I wish to explain my position on 
this ballot. It ie with great reluctance that I rise 
again to speak words of personal explanation in 
the midst of this prolonged and most eventiul 
struggle of parties and men. When I entered this 
Chamber I was proud to come as a Republican, but 
I was prouder stili to bring with me the conscious- 
ness of a manhood sufficient, ar I hoped, to guide 
me in the free and equal exercise of a higher power 
and higher duty than that of mere blind partisan- 
ship. Icame asa representative lawfully chosen 
by the people, and felt myself entitied to stand 
and act here upon an equal footing as the official 
peer of every other man in this body. Pursuing 
that idea in accordance with the dictates of my 
judgment, I found myself differing very widely 
with many Republicans in the choice of a candi- 
date for United States Senator. In words which 
could not be mistaken I repudiated the power of 
any party caucus to bind me to a course of action 
which I believed was designed to serve an indi- 
vidual ambitionand not calculated to harmonize 
the party and conduce to its future welfare. 48 1 
had been asked to pledge myself to support one 
candidate to the exclusion of all other possibilities 
I took the proper occasion to explain why I could 
not do so. To show my position at that time was 
well taken I quoted a part of the letter contain- 
ing the requst, which had been sent me over the 
signature of John A. Logan. No person has to my 
knowledge defended the justice of the extraordi- 
nary demand thus made. It was a demand in et- 
fect for blind, unquestioning, and docile support, 
for the whole contest, however long it might be 
protracted. Notwithstanding all that, I offered to 
support bim ifhe orthe caucus would agree to 
clear the way for others to de tried it he shou 
after a tair trial, be ansuccessful. The conditions 
on which that promise was made have never 
deen fulfilied, nor ere they now met, 
except perhaps in a strange way. I wish to say— 
and the record will dear me out in the assertion— 
that my vote would never before have elected the 
Republican caucus nomiuee, if cast in avy imagina- 
bie way, unless it shall appear that by the death of 
the late member from the Thirty-fourth District 
the quorum of the joint assembly was reduced from 
1038 to 102 votes. I never believed the United 
States Senate by the utmost stretch of partisan 
teeling could have been brought to tolerate such 
an outrage upon law and public decency, had it 
been attempted: nor indeed would it have been 
attempted. Hence, when I announced a 
pair of my vote with that of the 
deceased member from Cass County. I considered 
(no matter what individual members of the Re- 
publican party might think or claim) no barm 


) whatever was thereby done to the interests of that 


party. 180 considered forthe plan reason that, 
even with my vote, no quorum existed on this 
side, and that it required’ some very independent 
person on the other side also to vote without his 
party joining before progress could be made to- 
ward the election of a Senator.

an independent and honorable part within any 
party I received treatment of that charac- 
ter, and yet afterwards prostrated my body, 
as it were, before a party car of Juggernaut, on 
which members from the start have been disposed 
to draw John A. Logan, while declaring him the 
party idol before which all must humbly bow. 

Mr. Speaker, I have found John A. Logan’s po- 
litical methods to be galling to the independent 
manhood of those who recognize his leadership. 
If that is treason to the Republican party, make 
the most of it. On that point is where I stand. 1 
cannot do otherwise. But. Mr. Speaker, there is 
another thing which I cannot do. I cannot betray 
the confidence of others. I cannot, while holding a 
place of power delegated to me as the trustee of 
a party, so act that it can be truly said 1 
defeated their wish or interest. What a place is 
this for a man to standin? Here am I. like Will- 
iam Tell, who of old was required to bow to the cap 
of Gessler. I am required to bow before the cau- 
cus cap of this Gessier of the prairies, who with an 
iron band rules our Republican party—tbat party 
which, like the Alpine hills whereon the Switzers 
dwell, was builded only for the free. L am at last 
brought to face the sun and told the only hope for 
mete save a feeling of liberty for which I have 
striven through this long Senatorial session de- 
single, an uner- 
Klare of that fierce 
light of public intelligence which beats 
upon this scene. The contest is unequal. The 
terms are unfair. What if that ballot should miss 
ite aim?—for, by the election of tne successor to 
the late Mr. Shaw, the Republicans have a majori- 
ty and a quorum of this joint assembly, and all is 
Changed. Success. is now within reach of the 
party. Before this we had only to hope for it by 
obtaining a ballot from the other side. As for me, 
I must yield all personal independence or take the 
risk of a single bailot which I might withhold, or 
might cast for some other Republican than 
John A. Logan, and which ballot might 
result in a Republican success without 
him, but which might also result in failure. Thus 
I might (by my own act) strike down the party 
which elected me, ard with it the good name ofr 
myself and my children. William Tell took the 
risk of such a shot, but I cannot and will not. The 
risk is too great. The task is too heavy. I prefer 
to say that, in obedience to the Republicans of the 


Sixth Senatorial District, who sent me here as 


their trusted servant and officer (but under my 
personal protest), I vote for John A. Logan. 

When the last sentence died away and it was 
known that Sittig had voted for Logan, thus 
giving bim the 103 votes necessary to a choice, 
the pent-up feelings of the Republicans found 
relief in the wildest applause. Cheer after 
cheer shook the walis, while the air was filled 
with fiying bats, newspapers, bandkerchiefs, 
parasols, or any other article that happened 
to be handy. Gen. Logan was tossed about 
among the crowd, while Sittig’s hands were 
made weak by the shaking to which they were 
subjected. The Democrats for the most part 
looked on in grim silence, but there were some 
of the Cook County members who were very 
sullen. Vain cries were made for “ Quiet!” 
and Order!“ but it was not until the Repub- 
licans bad tired themselves out that Haines 
could make himself beard. He savagely re- 
marked that the proceedings of the joint con- 
vention were not yet concluded, 
mistakes might happen which would require 
correction. 

ANGLING IN BEPUBLICAN WATERS. 

The Democrats then began to show some 
anxiety to vote, and asked fora recall of the 
absentees in order that they might put them- 
selves on the record. Under the rules the 
absentees could not again be calied, and the 
Democrats would bave been compelied to gain 
the Clerk’s attention individually. Finally the 
Republicans waived all their objections and 
the Democrats were allowed to vote. They 
voted uniformly for Lambert Tree till Taylor 
of Adams was called. He stubbornly refused 
to vote at all. Meantime the Democratic lead- 
ers bad been in consultation on the floor 
of the House, and had taken up the 
cue, “Anything to beat Logan.” They 
meant, if possible, to bave revenge for the 
election of Waver inthe Thirty-fourth Dis- 
trict. Their only hope lay in causing a stam- 
pede to C. B. Farwell. Baiting their hooks 
with his name, they proposed to angie in the 
Republican waters for suckers.

New Yor, May 19.—{Special.|—A hearing 
was had today in the suit of Alice O'Keefe 
against Ross Winans for divorce. Mrs. O' Keefe 
told ber story as it was related in these dis- 
patches at the time of the first proceedings be- 
iore Judge Ingraham a month ago. She iden- 
tified certain letters from Ross Winans to ber- 
self and sala she had destroyed many more 
of the same kind. She says she was married 
to Winans in May, 1871. Mrs. O’Keefe’s educa- 
tion and the former standing of ber family 
would bave made the case interesting from a 
social standpoint. It acquired added interest 
from the wealth of the defendant, which is es- 
timated eat $10,000,000, his annual increase 
being $400,000. While Mrs. O’Keele was being 
cross-examined an adjournment was taken 
to Friday next. The plaintiff, a handsome 
woman, elegantly attired, was accompanied by 
a younger sister and a Mrs. Thorn, a middle- 
aged woman, who is said to be an im- 
portant witness for Mrs. O'Keefe. Ex- 
Judge D. M. Porter. counsel for the 
plaintiff, was with the women. Mr. Winans, the 
defendant, was present with his lawyers, Jo- 
seph 8. Choate, James C. Carter, and L. C.

nition, but stroked his beard nervously from

To Ally from Rossy, with the sweetest of kisses 
and the best of —— ———- — trom Rossy to his lit- 
tle devil Alice. 

THE PLAINTIFF'S STORY. 

The first witness examined was the com- 
plainant. She testified that she first met Mr. 
Winans at the Lancham Hotel in London in 
1871. Sbe was introduced to him and be sent 
ber gifts of books and flowers. She left the 
hotel soon after because Mrs. Hunt, by whom 
she was employed as a governess, failed to 
pay bersalary. She subsequently obtained a 
position in the same capacity with Lady 


Dukes of Lewes, England. When she de- 


parted for Lewes Winans went to the depot 
with her. He told her he was fond of her ‘and 
asked her for a correspondence with him. He 
wrote to her frequentiy. She came to London 
and had a lunch and a drive with him. Winans 
proposed marriage to her, but she said she 
could not wed him, as her mother and family 
were not there. When be asked ber a second 
time to marry bim she consented, but insisted 
that the ceremony take place in a church, 
Winans said he was an American, and that in 
his country a church ceremony was not con- 
sidered necessary, and that a man and woman 
who agreed to live together were regarded as 
husband and wife. He finally induced ber to 


acquiesce, and they went to the Grosvenor 
Hotel in Loadon, where he gave 
her a rug and solemnly pledged himseif to 
take ber as bis wife. He put tne ring on her 
finger. They lived at the hotel as man and 
wife and she was known tothe servants in the 
house as his wife. They then went to Cam- 
bridge, where his studies were not completed. 
There be called ber bis wife before the servants 
and others. The couple journeyed back to 
London and went thence to Spa, Germany, 
where they remained five or six weeks. Articles 
shipped to the piaintiff while at Spa were ad- 
dressed to ber as Mrs. Winans. The defendant 
spoke of her as his wife, and he introduced her 
to a Mr. Latrobe and to his (Winans’) own 
brother as Mrs. Winans. The plaintiff and de- 
fendant came to this country on the steamer 
Scotia, which arrived here May 30, 1871. They 
were booked on the passenger list as Hoss 
R. Winans and lady.“ They put up at the 
Brevoort House, where the respordent 
registered in his own handwriting R R. 
Winans and wife.“ Upon her arrival Mrs. 
Winans, so-called, found that her mother was 
living in Chicago. She wanted a public wed- 
ding, but be demurred, alleging that bis father 
was Very ill and he did not want to break the 
news of his marriage to bim. The defendant 
consented to a repetition of the ceremony gone 
through in London just to ease ber mind. 
She then went to Chicago to see ber mother, 
while de journered to bis father’s bedside at 
Baitimore. He wrote to her every day while 
she was in Chicago. They met again in this 
city aiter an interval of a couple of weeks, 
and went to the St. James Hotel, but subse- 
quently removed to No. 19 West Twenty-fourth 
street, where she was also known as Mrs. 
Winans. In addition to her wedding-ring he 
bad given ber a ring which he said belonged to 
his mother. 
AMATORY EPISTLES. 

A number of letters from defendant to 
plaintiff were here pct in evidence. The fol- 
lowing letter was written from Baltimore while 
the p aintiff’ was in Chicago, June 4, the day 
after arriving:

STRIKERS WHO WANT BLOOD. 


GREAT EXCITEMENT AT SPRING WELLS, | 


MICH.—ATTEMPTED VIOLENCE—THE ro- 


LICE OVERAWE THE TURBULENT LABOR-. 


ERS—OTHER INDUSTRIAL ITEMS. 


DetRort, Mich., May 19.—(Special.|—Spring | 


Wells was in a state of suppressed excitement 
through the night. Justice Shields sat in bis 


office until daylight this morning ready to 


summon a posse of citizens in case of a riot, 
which was hourly expected. About 1 o'clock 
this morning a purty of fifteen arrived at 
Faust man's Halifrom the city. They held a 
secret meeting. The town officers observed 
their movements closely. and say that mes 
sengers were dispatched to the city from time 
to time. One Sergeant and ten policemen from 
the Trumbull Avenue Station were sworn in 
as Deputy Sheriffs this mornme and 
sent to Sp ing Wells to preserve order. Twen- 
ty-five regular and extra Deputy Sheriffs did 
du.y out there last night. At 7 o’olock this 
morning the policemen arrived in a bus and 
were stationed at the various yards. Their 
appearance ecemed to make the mob docile. 
The first open conflict occurred about 10 
o'clock at Hall & Woif's brick-yard. A crowd 
of thirty strikers found five men at work piling 
brick. They immediately drove them off. 
The workmen fled to the woods 
and were followed by the Strikers, 
who caught some of them and beat them se- 
verely. In the meantime the Sheriff bad been 
summoned, and arrivod at the yards with Dep- 


uties Britts, Downs, Troy, and Lockner. The 
mob bad increased to 150. As they came down 


the road the deputies advanced and se- 


cured several prisoners, handcuffing them, 
and were preparing to take them awar. The 
mob formed tor a rescue and charged ina 
budy, booting and brandishing clubs. When 
they bad advanced within ten feet of the offi- 
cers the latter simultaneously leveled their re- 
volvers. It stopped the advance at once. 
Char.es Schroeder, August Kaiser, and two 
other persons were taken to the county jail. 
Deputy Downs has started across the country 
tor another of the ringleaders in the attempted 
rescue, 

At 11 o'elock ex-Sheriff Clipper addressed 
about 200 ot the men at Weithoff’s piace near 
the brick-yurds, urging them to make up a 
committee and have a conference with the 
bosses. He assured them that an adjustment 
could be bad in ten minutes by such a con.er- 
ence. The men set about forming a commit- 
tee, and a joint meeting is likely to be beid. 
Other yard proprietors ridicuie the meeting, 
saying that nothing will be accomplished, as 
the bosses wil. not raise wages, and that is all 
the men demand. 


WOOD FINISHERS AND ORE SHOVELERS. 

A large force of finishers in the employ of 
Thain & Diez, at No. 253 Twentieth street; quit 
work yesterday and contemplate remaining 
out until such time as their demands meet with 
the approval ot their employers. The etrikers 
number sixty-five men, and while no attempts 
at a demonstration are made, nevertheless an 
unpleasunt feeling pervades their ranks.

RELIGIOUS RIOTS, 


MORE TROUBLE BETWEEN THE ORANGE- 
MEN AND CATHOLICS AT CONCEPTION 
BAY. 

St. Jouns, N. F., May 19.—[Special.]|—Late 
advices from Conception Bay state that there 
bas been more trouble between the Orange- 
men and Roman Catholics, At Bay Roberts 
the bouse of James Dailey, a Catholic, was at- 
tacked, windows were broken, and considera- 
bie damage was done to the property. Dailey 
was compelled to seek protection bere. Valua- 
bie property belonging to Capt. Patrick Henne- 
berry, also a Catholic, wasthrown into the sca. 
Sunday an Orange mob paraded the princi- 
pal streets of the Town of Spaniards’ 
Bay, contiguous to Bay Roberts, and 
either assaulted or insulted every Roman 
Catholic. They frantically bowled that they 
were going to sweep every Catholic off the iace 
of the earth, and that they had ~nly one bour 
to live. By the time they had moved up and 
down for some two bours the Orange mob 
numbered 100 persons. They attacked a num- 
ber of Catholic young men returning from 
Sunday-school. At the Roman Catholic church 
they threw the worshipers to tne ground and 
kicked and beat them mercilesly. 
overtook two young men, Ryan and Finn, 
about crossing the street to a triend’s house. 
The mob assaulted the young men. Ryan's 
wounds are thought likely to prove fatal. 
Thomas Ryan, brother of -the injured man, 
baving heard of the bloody affray, rushed from 
his home witb a doubie-barreled rifle and pre- 
eented it at the aggressive Orange crowd. The 
mob quickly fled and have not molested any 
one since.

PENTECOST. 


WHAT THE JEWISH SOCIETIES WERE DOING 
LAST NIGHT. 

The Jewish festival of Pentecost began at 
sunset last evening, and, according to the 
ancient observance, should continue until sun- 
set tomorrow, but the Reformed Jews have re- 
duced the observance of it to twenty-four 
bours. As was stated in yesterday's Tarsung, 
the festival commemorates the delivery of the 
Ten Commandments to the Israelites by 
Moses from Mount Sinai. The orthodox 
Jews of the city, tho great majority of whom 
are Germans and Russian Polanders, adhere 
strictly to the ancient custom and wiil rigidly 
observe the feast until tomorrow night. The 
places of worsbip of the orthodox Jews bere 
are small and unpretentious. Beg tuning at 8 
o'clock this morning, services will be heid 
in ak the orthodox svynagogs, accord- 
ing to prescribed forme, dy rabbis. The 
orthodox Jews have no such ceremony 
as confirmation, as do the Reformed Jews. 
The Ketormed Jews for the last filty years have 
deciared that they exist only as a religious 
body; that their claims to individuality as a 
race ceased with the destruction of the Tem- 
ple at Jerusalem and the scattering of the 
tribes. On tho other hand, the orthodox Jews 
maintain that they exist.as a great nation, and 
at sume future time they will regain posses- 
sion of Palestine and again till the soll therein 
as did their fathers of old. The orthodox Jews 
observe their boly days more strictly than do 
the reformed branch, and their liturgy is in 
the original Hebrew tongue, while that of the 
reformers is accommodated tothe vernacular 
of the congregation.

Brooklyn Bridge to the River 


Unable to Controt His Movements, He 
Strikes the Water on His 
Side. 


Resoued Unoonsolou-, Vieles Rubbing 
Temporarily Revives Him, but Death 
Eventually Ensues. 


New Yoru, May 19.—{Special.]|—The atten- 
tion of the gateman at the New York end of 
the Brooklyn bridge was drawn at 5:15 this 
afternoon to a man in a blue shirt, who passed 
into the driveway in a cab. There was an- 
other man in the cab who seemed to be trying 
to shield his roughly-dressed companion from 
sight, and the driver was making unseemly 
the haste, so the rateman thought, to hurry past 
toll-house. All the officers on the bridge had 
been on the watch for just such a 
Visitation since Saturday. Inspector Byrnes 
sent warning to the Brooklyn police 
and to the bridge officials that Robert Emmett 
Udium, the Washington swimming teacher, 
had come on to see his friend Capt. Paul Boy- 
ton with the intention of jumping off the 
bridge. The suspicious ¢ab had barely passed 
within the gate when a dozen watchmen were 
signaled and the roadway, in the opinion of 
the gentleman and of those who had 
been speciaily mstructed to make effect- 
ive this vigilance, was guarded at 
every point against the rash attempt. 
Odlum bud made no secret of bis purpose to 
send a party of friends out on a tug to see his 
jump and pick bim up after he struck the 
water. Capt. Boyton was to manage the tug 
party, and his face was ensily to be seen by the 
piercing eyes that had been awaiting bis com- 
ing. Then from the roaiway it could be seen 
also that field-giasses were projecting from 
several of the upturned faces, and that men on 
the tug were getting ready, in some haste it 
seomed, to lower a small boat, which was 
to put out, no doubt, and baul the jumper 
in. The police force grew stronger every mo- 
ment in the vicinity of the suspicious black 
cab. The man in the blue shirt loosened his 
collar, and then buttoned it again when he saw 
that he was detected. His head appeared 
at the cab window, and was quickly 
withdrawn as an officer stepped almost 
within arm’s reach of him. Finally 
from one of the wagons in the long line de- 
hind the cab,a small, black-covered wagon, 


a man in a red shirt and gray tights leaped to 
the rail, raised his right arm straight above bis 
head, the other arm pressed against his side 
and thie a, and in an instant Odium had made 
good his boast. 


A MOMENT OF HORROR. 

The movement was so sudden that few ex- 
cept those on the tug and in the small boat 
saw ite climax. The people on the bridge sent 
up acry ot horror when they saw the professor 
plunge off the bridge into the river, 135 feet 
beneath his feet. He held one hand above his 
head as a rudder to guide bim in his descent. 
The river below was at the moment clear of 
shipping. <A tug and a schooner floated iazily 
in the stream several bundred yards below the 
bridge. The tug was filled with club men and 
reporters. Capt. Boyton stood near the 
prow, anxiously watching 
The woment Prof. 
was seen to leave the railing Harry R. Dixey, 
the actor, started a stop-watch which de held 
in his hand in order to time the descent. For 
near y a. hundred feet the Professor came 
down ali right, feet foremost; he shot down- 
ward with the speed of a meteor, his red suit 
making him easily discernibie fora long dis- 
tance. When within thirty feet of the water 


his body began to turn. Asif realizirg his 
danger, Prof. Odlum brought down his hand 
wit warlike motion to aid him in recovermg 
nis nee; the movement was, however, 


made too lute; his body had now turned so 
far it was impossible to change its course. 
Halt a second later, with a mighty spiash that 
threw up the water on all sides as if torn with 
a shell, k. Odlum's body struck the water 
on one side and sank out of sight. 

The tug hurriedly pusbed itself forward to 
the place were the body fell, and Capt. Boy- 
ton, a.ter seeing that life-preservers had been 
thrown into the water, sprang over the side of 
the boat and waited for the body to come to 
the surface. Soon he saw the white tace of 
the professor rising from the water and a mo- 
ment later he was by bis side. Seizing a life- 
preserver near by, he placed it beneath the 
body of the insensible professor. B.ood, min- 
gied with froth, came from the mouth of the 
daring man. A rowboat soon came to the res- 
cue, and Prof. Odlum was taken from the 
water. A few moments later he was trans- 
ferred to the tug and restoratives were ad- 
ministered. After considerable rubbing the 
eyes of the professor opened. 

“What kind of a jump did I make?” he 
whispered. 

„ First-class, my boy.“ responded Boyton, 
“you'll de all right in a little while.” 

But he was insensibie again before the words 
bad hardly left his lips. The tug steamed 
bastily to ber slip, and just as the pier was 
reached a shudder passed through the frame 
ot the Professor, and then, after breathing 
heavily once or twice, bis heart stopped beat- 
ing and be was pronounced dead. The body 
was taken ashore and conveyed to the under 
taker’s. 

It has been his ambition to jump from the 
Brooklyn bridge. He made the attempt once 
before the bridge was completed, but was pre- 
vented from carrying out tis scheme by the 
police. He was three and one-quarter seconds 
in the air before striking the water. He was 
unmarried, 33 years of age, and a man of good 
habits. 

A careful examination was beld, from which 
it appeared that the lower ribs on each side of 
the body had been broken. The only remain- 
ing wound visible was a bruise on the 
directiy over the right hip. 

Capt. Boyton says: 1 recall nowa fact 
that bears on Odlum's desire to make the jump. 
So many persons bad insisted to bim that a 
jumper would be dead from loss of breath be- 
tore reaching the foot of such an elevation 
that he often said he wanted to disprove their 
theory. He believed that if he could disprove 
it fewer persons would be. killed at fires, for 
they would be given confidence to jump into 
the nets which he believed the firemen would 
hereafter always be equipped with.“ 


ODLUM’S WASHINGTON CAREER.

Robert E. Odium, killed in New York today by 
jumping from the Brooklyn bridge, was a 
native of this city.

An bour later the fire was 
practically out. It had been confined to 
Kranz's establishment, with a trifling damage 
by water to the occupants of building ad- 
joining on the south. These are Hess- 
lein Bros., tobacoonists; Merker & Co., pocket- 
book manufacturers; F. G. Noble, manufact- 
uring jeweler; and A. Medes diamond-dealer. 
Tne upper story of the building occupied 


an intense heat. The fire spread bere and may 
have originated in this room; another theory 
is that it started in tne room in the 
basement, and, burning up the shaft, spread 


on the top floor. 

Mr. Kranz said he was carrying a stock of 
about $20,000 in the building. They bad 
just moved $20,000 worth of the 
material into the building across the alley and 
fronting on Randolph street, which accounts 
for the comparatively small stock. He carried 
an insurante of $18,000 on stock and fixtures 
at Nos. 78 and 80, placed by Hopkins & Has 
brook. He has no idea as to bow the fire could 
have originated. One of the giris employed 
in the factory was there until about 10 o’ clock, 
at which time the engineer, William O'Donnell, 
had raked down the fires in the basement and 
was about to go home. Mr. Kranz said there 
were fires on ali floors during the day, but 
they were put out at 6 o'clock. The top floor 
was used as a drying room. It was 
heated by steam and to a high 


temperature, but was cooled off at 6 o'clock. 


The stock consisted of candies and raw mate- 
riais used in their manu.acture. : 

Fire-Marshal Swenie estimated the loss on 
the stock at about three-fourths of its 
vuiue, which would make it 000. 
The loss in the building, Nos. 78-50, 
he thought would be about $7,500, 
and on No. 82 as very slight. The building No. 
82, on the corner of the alley, was owned by 
John Kranz, Nos. 78 and 80 by Dr. Joseph Mat- 
teson. 

The fire was struck out at 1:35. 

At 6 o'clock yesterday mornmg a fire was 
discovered in the story-and-a-haif frame resi- 
dence at No. 117 North Elizabeth street, owned 
and occupied by Thomas Highiand.

When the roll was again called for 
Senator, the Republicans spoke one after 
another for John A. Logan. The Demo- 
crats refused to yote. Sittig was silent when 
his name was reached. The roll-call was 
finished and 102 votes had been cast for 
Logan—within one of the number necessary 
to elect him. On the call for absentees Sittig 
voted for John A. Logan, giving him the 
necessary 103 votes. As soon as the enthu- 
siasm which greeted the announcement of 
Sittig’s vote had subsided the Democrats were 
permitted to have their say. Their only 
chance was to try to cause a stampede from 
Logan to some other Republican; so after 
voting, most of them, for Tree, they flew over 
to Farwell, and gave that gentleman ninety- 
six votes. The Republicans, however, stood 
solidly by Gen. Logan, who was finally de- 
clared elected. There was great enthusiasm 
last night all through the State over the re- 
sult of the contest, and Senator Logan re- 


ceived letters from all parts of the country 


congratulating him and conveying predictions 
that he was to be the next President of the 


United States. 


RE-ELECTION OF GEN, LOGAN. 
The reélection of John A. Logan to the 
United States Senate just as soon as the Re- 
publicans secured a majority of votes on the 
joint ballot was an event equally honorable 
to the successful candidate and to the Re- 
publican members of the IIIinois Legislature. 
On Gen. Logan’s part it was a glorious vic- 
tory, earned by a straightforward, manly, 
and stubborn fight; on the part of the Re- 
publican members it was an evidence that 
neither corruption nor intrigue could impair 
the loyalty of any man who had been clarted 
as a Republican. 

The contest thus closed is one of the most 
remarkable in political records. When the 
Legislature met the two parties were equally 
divided on joint ballot. Gen, Logan was the 


| choice of the Republican caucus, but personal 


enmity deprived him of two votes to which 
he was entitled. Col. Morrison was the nom- 
inee of the Democratic caucus, but was like- 
wise unable to command the fall vote of his 
party. Neither candidate, however, could 
have been elected as the Legislature was 


all the votes of his party, There was a dead- 
lock which nothing short of treachery 
and bribery could apparently break. 
The interests of the rival candidates 
were watched with the utmost vigi- 
lance, and both Democrats and Republicans 
alternately refrained from voting and thus 
broke a quorum whenever the other side ac- 
quired a temporary advantage. Then death 
came in as a factor in the fight. First, the 
Republicans lost a member—Representative 
Logan of the Nineteenth District. But the 
Democrats could not summon a quorum in 
the joint assembly, and there was still no 
election. A Republican successor to Repre- 
sentative Logan was elected and the tie re- 
stored. Then the Democrats lost Senator 
Bridges of the Thirty-seventh District, but 
a Democratic successor was chosen to fill the 
vacancy caused by his death, and the status 
remained the same. The turning point came 
when Representative Shaw, Democrat from 
the Thirty-fourth District, died. Here was 
an opportunity for the Republicans to secure 
a majority, and, though the district in whjch 
the vacancy occurred was Democratic by 
nearly 2,000 majority, the Logan managers 
captured it and elected Weaver, a pronounced 
Logan man. 4 a 

After Weaver was elected there was a 
Democratic scheme to keep him out of hig 
seat by obstructive tactics, but it was aban- 
doned. Then, before Weaver was admitted, 
Col. Morrison, the regular Democratic nom- 


were tried in the hope that somebody with a 
‘“*boodle” could purchase a couple of Repub- 
lican votes. This scheme failed likewise. 
Yesterday was the first time the Republicans 
had an opportunity to elect their candidate, 
and all the ‘' suspects "—Sittig, MacMillan, 
Ruger, and Trexler—attested their loyalty. 
A Democratic feint was made even on the 
last ballot, when two or three Democrats 
changed their votes to Farwell in the hope of 
breaking the Republican ranks, but the at- 
tempt was unsuccessful, and the Democrats 
were finally compelled to submit to the in- 
evitable. 

The election of Gen, Logan will be re- 
ceived with acclaim all over the State, in 
which even a large number of Democrats will 
join. There has been a general feeling from 
the beginning of the contest that Gen. Logan 
was entitled to the election.

tract will sufficiently indicate the plan: 
He bas it in his power to fix for all future 
time the policy of the Government in this me- 
ter, and no President since Mr. Lincoln bas bad 
an opportunity so worthy of an bonorable am- 
bition. The preliminary part of the work has 
been done. The Legisiature of the Nation has 
spoken, and has given authority to the Presi- 
dent, within hig own discretion, to apply the 
principle of an unpartisan selection for fit- 
ness ypenly and radically tested to ali the ¢iyil 
service to which it can properly be exte 
The act of Jun. 16, 1883, gave to the Presijent 
the authority to promulgate rules goveraing 
appointments upon open competitive examina- 
tions, with a period of probation before abso- 
lute appointment or employment. Under this 
grant of authority President Arthur applied 
the system of tested merit to about 14,000 
places, inciudimg a considerabie part of the 
service of the departments and all post- 
offices and custom-houses having Afty 
or more employés each. There were 
excepted from the rules, as, of course, 
all appointments requiring the consent of 
the Senate, and certain offices of a confides- 
tial nature, together with chief clerks, in 
collectors, and superintendents or chiefs of 
divisions or bureaus. The seope of the rules 
depends absolutely on the President. Mr. Ar 
thur prudentiy limited their operation in order 
that their efficiency could be fairly tried, It 
has been tried now for nearly two years. It 
has been found to be vractically satisfactory. 
The test of fitness by competition and proba- 
tion is substantially a perfect test. Within the 
range of the rules as they have been framed 
there has been not the slightest difficulty in se- 
curing competent men, with whose selection no 
man or class of men has bad any ground of 
reasonable compiaint. It is viear that the same 
priacipie, should President Cleveland extend 
it, would work equally well on a larger scale. 
It could witb entire confidence be made to em- 
brace the chief elerks; deputies, and chiefs or 
superintendents of divisions and bureaus, the 
employés of all post-offices having twenty-five 
or more subordinates, the railway postal serv- 
ice, and all places not politica! in their nature. 
Such an extension depends on the discretion of 
the President. 


This is all very well, and it may be ad- 
mitted that the President has the power to 
inaugurate the reform which his mugwump 
friends are commending to him. Butis there 
any reasonable hope that Cleveland will 
adopt the non-partisan system for the civil 
service? Is there really anything in his 
career thus far which warrants such an ex- 
pectation ? Hasn’t he been almost uniformly 
partisan in all the removals he has made and 
all the appointments to office ? Hasn’t he pro- 
ceeded with the revolution of the civil service 
as rapidly as he could without setting his 
party by the ears ? 

The impression that Cleveland is disposed 
to be extremely conservative about the 
patronage arises mainly from the Demo- 
cratic criticisms which have been passed 
upon his appointments or upon many of 
them. It seems to be assumed that 
a manifestation of Democratic discon- 
tent is conclusive evidence that the new 
President is not satisfying his party in the 
distribution of the spoils, and that such dis- 


satisfaction is conclusive evidence that he is 


bestowing the offices in a fair, careful, and 
hon-partisan spirit. But this assumption is 
not warranted. There was sure to be wide- 
spread dissatisfaction among the Democrats, 
no matter what course the Democratic Presi- 
dent might pursue. It is entirely within 
bounds to estimate that there were at least 
ten active candidates for every desirable 
office within the gift of the Administration. 
For every friend the Administration could 
gain by appointment it was sure to create dis- 
satisfaction among the nine other disap- 
pointed applicants and their friends. Besides 
these avowed aspirants for particular places 
there is a vast army of Democratic workers 
who expect to be taken care of in some way 
or other. There are not enough places to 
go around. That isa sufficient explanation 
of the complaints from Democratic sources, 
but it does not indicate that Mr. Cleveland is 
a non-partisan President or an enthusiastic 
civil-service reformer. 

Asa matter of fact, Cleveland’s appoint- 
ments for the most part have favored the 
Rebel element, the Copperhead element, and 
the spoils element of his party. He has 
raked out of obscurity men who were only 
famous in their day for virulent opposition to 
the war for the preservation of the Nation. 
The influence of Bayard, Lamar, and Gorman 
seems to have been paramount, and it has 
been exercised in behalf.of the Bourbons. 
The only appointment which could be con- 
strued as non-partisan was that of the New 
York Postmaster, and it is notorious that 
Pearson rendered Cleveland important aid in 
the days immediately preceding his election. 
His reappointment was a reward for partisan 
service and a concession to the New York 
mugwumps, who did more to elect Cleveland 
President than any other class except the 
Prohibitionists. A candid view of the situa- 
tion reveals not the slightest hope that Mr. 
Cleveland will improve the opportunity as a 
civil-service reformer which is undoubtedly 
open to him. He is removing men on the 
ground that they have been offensive par- 
tisans,” but he is filling their places with 
partisans equally pronounced who will prove 
to be fully as offensive. .

WHAT SHALL BH DONE WITH RIEL? 

The two months’ rebellion in the Canadian 
Northwest has at last been suppressed at a 
great expense in money and with the loss of 
at least 500 lives. It seems to be completely 
squelched at both ends. Col. Otter, in de 
fiance of orders, has attacked Poundmaker’s 
Indians, defeated them with great loss, and 
captured Poundmaker aimself. His success 
in the struggle goes to show that he acted 
wisely in disobeying orders, and the same 
success will probably save him from any 
penalty more severe than a reprimand from 
his superiors, who,apparently were not as 
well posted on the situation of affairs as him- 
self, This defeat settles the Indian side of 
the rebellion. The Indians went into it more 
from malicious mischief than because they 
had any grievances, and they will probably 
be settled with accordingly, without giving 
rise to any complications in Canada. 

The other problem, that of the half-breeds, 
is not so easy of solution. Their rebellion 
met its deathblow in the rifle-pits of Batoche 
and | utterly collapsed with the capture of 
Riel. It is very unlucky for the Dominion 
Government that he was not killed in battle, 
or that he did not make good his escape as in 
1870. His abject surrender has left the Gov- 
ernment with an elephant on its hands. With- 
out him it would have had no responsibility 
and itcould have acted more promptly than 
it can now in fixing up the grievances of the 
half-breeds. With him they have a case of 
treason on their hands, without any very 
clear idea how to punish it or whether to 
punish it all. If they hang him they 
will raise trouble with the French Canadians, 


are with him. They have all along con- 
demned the Government for its unjust 
treatment of the half-breeds, and there 
is a large element of the population also 
whom Sir John Macdonald proposes 
to disfranchise, in order to maintain himself 
in power, who have been opposed to his 
policy in this direction. A fund has already 
been started in Montreal for his defense, and 
the leader of the Liberal opposition in the 
Quebec Assembly, it is stated, is ready to 
take charge of the case, in order that he may 
make a politica] trial of it and arraign the 
Government for its unjust policy towards the 
half-breeds. To hang Riel therefore does not 
seem practicable; but, on the other hand, if 
he is treated mercifully a large element of the 
Canadian people will rise up and demand to 
know why they are called upon to pay the 
costs of this rebellion if its leader is not to 
be punished, and to what purpose the lives 
of several hundred volunteers have been 
sacrificed if the life of Riel, who is responsi- 
ble for that sacrifice, is spared. Thus the 
Government is between two fires, and this, 
too, at a perilous crisis in its existence, when 
its enemies are crowding it on all sides and 
it is resorting to very questionable practices 
to maintain its existence. 

Whatever may become of Riel, the duty of 
the Government is clear. It should settle the 
grievances of the half-breeds once and for all 
by giving them homes and a clear title to 
them. It cannot take the position that they 
have forfeited their claims, for their claims 
were a sufficient cause for rebellion. They 
can plead justification and support it so as to 
gain the sympathy of the world. They can 
show that their demands were reasonable 
and that they were goaded into rebellion be- 
cause the Government refused to concede 
‘them, and only went 80 tar as to propose 
measures which would have left them at the 
mercy of speculators: and land-grabbers.

TRIAL OF WATCHMAN WILLARD FOR ASSAULT-

MRS. MORGAN’S DEATH. 
4 GOOD DEAL OF TALK OVER THS 
RENCE. 

South Chicago was much excited yesterday 
over the death of Mrs. Thomas Morgan, an old 
resident, which occurred Monday in Chicago 
under circumstanccs of a somewhat seusation- 
al nature. The circumstances in the case were 
stated yesterday to a TRIBUNE reporter to be 
as follows: Thomas Morgan, for a number of 
years a resident of South Chicago, died about 
two years ago, leaving a widow and 
a stepson, William Walton, aged 22 years. 
Morgua ie!t about $20,000, invested in real es- 
tate and buildings, and his widow and stepson 
carried on the business ot collecting rents and 
keeping a boardiig-buuse and saloon. About 
two months ago a young man named Stephen 
Dowling came to South Chicago from a small 
town in indiana. He went into the tailoring 
business, and not lung after his ar 
rival be necame acquainted with the weli-to-do 
widow, Dowling at once became quite atten- 
tive and they were seen much together.
